A long: and distinguished list of politi­ 
cal leaders, highway builders and admin­ 
istrators, businessmen and interested 
citizens is invading Monroe County to­ 
day to dedicate a new section of Inter­ 
state Rt. 80 (Keystone Shortway). 
It is not just a short way up the moun­ 
tain to Mt. Pocono. It does not just add 
a safe, wide, beautiful four-lane separ­ 
ated highway for a dangerous, narrow, 
ugly three-lane section of Rt. 611. 
It is not just a few more millions of 
dollars poured into cement. 
The Keystone Sh ort way is a major 
national highway, which when complet­ 
ed will carry traffic from the George 
Washington Bridge across New Jersey 
to the Delaware Water Gap, through 
Pennsylvania to the Ohio Turnpike at 
Sharon, Pa.

Recreation Area Planning 


Although 
the 
Nationla Recreation 
Area around the Tucks Island Dam and 
reservoir has not been authorized by the 
Congress, the National Park Service 
which will supervise the area is already 
making careful plans for recreation de­ 
velopment. 
On Page 8 of today’s newspaper, you 
will find another report completed for 
the National Park 
Service. 
A 
map 
shows the ten major sites to be develop­ 
ed for swimming, floating, hiking and 
horseback riding trails, picnicing, camp­ 
ing and just looking at the beautiful 
view of the lake and Pocono Mountains. 
The natural science survey of 72,000 
acres along the Delaware from the Del­ 
aware Water Gap to Port Jervis ju st 
completed by Lehigh University will as­ 
sist park site planning and will be the 
scientific basis for publications explain­ 
ing the fish, wildlife, flora and fauna of 
the area to visitors. 
Lehigh University’s Institute of Re­ 
search is now starting a second similar 
report for the National Park Service. 
The second report will be an historical 


survey of the area to be inundated and 
the area which will surround the 35- 
mile lake from the dam alxive Strouds­ 
burg to Port Jervis. 
The historical survey will be used to 
identify important historical sites which 
will remain above water and to help 
preserve them for the visiting public. 
It is heartening for naturalists who 
love this lieautiful Delaware valley and 
for 
historians 
who 
appreciate 
the 
amount of early American history still 
alive in the woods and fields and houses 
along the river to see that the National 
Park Service is taking care to preserve 
and protect things of beauty and value. 
The National Park Sendee does not 
intend to let the water rise, put up 
fences and let nature and man take 
their courses. The areas is apparently 
being planned with an eye to natural 
and historical interest, as well as pure 
recreation. 
Not only the estimated 7 million an­ 
nual visitors to the area but also the 
present residents of this 
region 
will 
benefit by such careful planning and 
such worthwhile goals.

Materials Are Used

Hie house tliat requires abso­ 
lutely no upkeep simply diosn’t 
exist, but this one takes some 
giant steps in that direction. 
Architect Merman H. York, its 
designer, believes Saturdays are 
for fishing, not for room painting 
or floor waxing or ©thor annoying 
household chores; and his 
wife 
firmly agrees. In eight years the 
Yorks haven’t done a single ma­ 
jor renovating job on their own 
home. 
His secret is that he used main­ 
tenance-free materials wherever 
it was pratical—prefinished hard- 
boards. plywood and stained wood 
for walls, assorted 
varieties of 
tile for floors and counters. 
This sort of decorating actually 
produces a double benefit. It not 
only is easy to maintain but us­ 
ually is far mare interesting and 
decorous. 
Today’s house of the Week, de­ 
sign J-91 in the scr.es, is an ex­ 
cellent example. It is a spacious 
three-bedroom ranch des gned to 
make homelife more 
enjoyable. 
Of all its maintenance-free ma­ 
terials, 
tile 
is 
the 
one York 
stresses. “Because of all Hie types 
and patterns available,” he says 
“ the owners can use their imag­ 
ination so their house will reflect 
their own personality.” 
In this house York has speci­ 
fied quarry tile flooring of an 
early tone for the gallery which 
runs 
from 
the 
covered 
entry 
through to die rear terrace, which 
also is tile. A tile fireplace hearth 
is raised seat-high and stretches 
the full 22 foot length of the room. 
Tile flooring also is specified 
for the kitchen, family room and 
laundry as well as tile two bath­ 
rooms and lavatory. Tile mosaics, 
in addition to tough but attractive 
wood surfaces, are used on walls 
which get tile roughest treatment. 
Tile house layout also is dis­ 
tinguished for Its ease of move­ 
ment between areas. It contains 
1,939 square feet of living area 
in over-all dimensions of 74 feet 
four inches wide by 45 feet deep.

A real eye catcher in this house 
is the family room, one wall of 
which forms a semi-circular bay 
extending out to the rear.

A new recpiicement of the Fed­ 
eral Housing Administration now 
s[)oLls out minimum standards for 
ululation of homes e q u i p p e d 
with central air conditioning.

drinking, bathing, washing tile 
car, sprinkling lawns and gardens 
and for enjoy mg the benefits of 
a swimming pool without experi­ 
encing shortages. 
A wise step toward country liv­ 
ing Ls to contact die water sys­ 
tems dealer serving the 
a r e a 
you’re interested in. Often he is 
also the local well dialling con­ 
tractor and will help you locate 
water on your property. If 
not, 
he will know reliable cont ractors | 
who can do die job for you. 
Good, pure waler may be found 
in both deep and shallow wells. 
But deep wells are preferred. 
Drilling, digging and boring are 
tho tluve meduxLs of ‘bringing a 
well in.’ The proper method for 
obtaining water on your property 
should be determined by the well 
drilling contractor.

It is this air under pros- 
sure that makes water flow nh'Yi 
for example, you turn on the wa­ 
ter in the kitchen sink. When tire 
lur pressure is reduced to a pre­ 
determined level, the pump starts 
automatically to keep water flow­ 
ing. 
Tile biggest mistake tile home­ 
owner cen make when havuig a 
private water system installed is 
false economy. Don’t cut rumors. 
B u y in g equipment that is 
to o 
small or of inferior quality is a 
case of save now and pay later. 
It costs little more to i n s t a 11 
quality materials that wall 
last 
longer and create savings on re­ 
pairs and replacement. As for the 
instillation oast, themselves, 
it 
costs about the same to have an 
adequately sized system installed 
as it does to have a small one. 
As a safeguard, h o w e v e r , 
check with the water systems 
dealer to be sure he keeps spare 
parts for the components in your 
system. In this way, should any­ 
thing go wrong, y J can be as­ 
sured of quick service.

Featured At 
Carbon Fair 


LEHIGHTON — For the second 
consecutive year, the 
C a r b o n 
County Fair is featuring a special 
added attraction; this year it is 
the U.S. Army Parachute Team. 
Daily at 6 p.m. and Saturday at 
2 and 6 p.m., the world famous 
Army Team will demonstrate free­ 
fall parachuting above the 
fair 
grounds at Lehighton. 
Nicknamed the Golden Knights, 
tile Team thrilled thousands at the 
F air last year with their 
aerial ' 
acrobatics and leaps from 14,000 I 
feet. The seven jumpers will ride 
their Army Otter Aircraft to an 
altitude at almost three 
m i l e s ! 
daily before leaping out in free 
fall. After a minute and twenty 
seconds, they will pull their rip­ 
cords and open their colorful black 
and gold parachutes ait 1,500 feet.

With two 
wing 
men. Sgt. Gift Roberts and Sgt. 
Walt Morgan and a slot man. Cpl. 
Len Allsop, the Formation Team 
will perform precision “flying” , 
aerial maneuvers, and a final 
bomb burst. 
In order to enable spectators to 
watch the show, the j u m p e r s 
wear red smoke bombs on their
